Dawes Plans To Campaign 


Against Senate's Rules 


Washington, D. C.—M5)—Vice Presi- 


dent Dawes plans to do some cam- 
paigning this summer and fall but not 
against any individual opponent. He 
will renew his campaign against the 
senate's rules, which he regards as 
making for inefficiency, 
while more 


than a third of the chamber's mem- 
bership is fighting for reelection. 


Vigorous opposition has developed in 


the senate to the vice president's pro- 
posal that the rules be amended to 
permit a majority to shut off debate 
at any time. At present, a two-thirds 
vote is required to stem the tide of 
oratory on a measure under consider- 
ation, and cloture has been effected on- 
ly twice in recent years, first on the 
Versailes treaty and, this year, on the 
world court. 


He startled the senate by assailing 


this rule in his inaugural addrcaB, the 


first and only speech he was privileged 
to make in the chamber during his 
four year term as its presiding officer, 
and carried the campaign to the coun- 
try during the last recess. He was a 
number of speaking engagements al- 
ready on his program this year, begin- 
ning Wednesday with an address at the 
celebration of the 300th anniversary of 
the founding of Salem, Mass. 


A Democrat, Senator Underwood of 


Alabama, one of the few members of 
the senate whose terms expire next 
March, who Is not seeking reelection, 
is the sponsor of a resolution to carry 
out the Republican vice president's 
program in eo far as It affects debate 
on revenue and appropriation bills.

In London, and every other world capital the newspapers would be 


filled with cabled accounts of it. 


A few hours later London would see a copy of the actual declara- 


tion, sent by the new radiophoto process. 


Pictures of the modem John Hancock and all the other "rebels" as 


they affixed their signatures also would be sent 6y wire and radio Air- 
mail would carry pictures to all parts of tha United States. 


But in 1776 it required six weeks for London to get the news and 


a Ions time elapsed before the post riders carried the news to all the 
American colonies. 


What a striking illustration of the world's pi-ogres* in 130 years. 


who came in on 
the slow sailing 


vessels. 


So it was not until 43 davs after 


the Declaration of Independence or 
on August 16 that London heard the 
"'big news." 


Eien then London didn't get very 


excited. 
King George, his ad\isers 


and the people of London 
did not 


seem to grasp the full meaning of 
the declaration. 


All it meant was that the rebels 


were more 
rebellious. They could

For the first time-since the war. ac- 


cording to a survey, of the exports and 
imports of the fifty nations contributing 
nine-tenths of the world's commerce, 
which has just been completed by the de- 
partment of commerce, the trade of the 
world has just reached the pre-war vol- 
ume. The value of this grand total for the 
year 1925 was about .$57.608.000:000, 
and with the proper deductions for infla- 
tion, it represents a volume of trade just 
about equal to that of 1913. whose value 
was $38,710.000.000. Incidentally this 
total for 1925 represents an increase of 
more than 13 per cent over 1924, which 
shows that the business of the world is 
moving steadily ahead. 
Europe, as "'a 


whole, lags behind its pre-war level, but 
the difference is made up by the advances 
in the far East and the Americas. 


The most striking revelation of the sur- 


vey is the improvement in standards of 
living and in buying power in many of 
the markets across the Pacific and in 
Soiith America. Opportunities lie in the 
cultivation and exploitation of these ex- 
panding markets. However, their success- 
ful development depends upon under- 
standing and vision, upon "courage and 
faith, and the patience to wait for the 
gradual unfolding of a long-term pro- 
gram. Over-ambitious programs based on 
immediate returns are likely to be disas- 
trous.

This is a striking fact—that over twenty-five per 
cent of a random group of left handed persons 
have speech impediment, and that In each instance 
the individual has been compelled to use the right 
hand or forbidden to use the left in writing: and 
other fine work. 
The mother of two children, both right handed, 


began to stutter when she was a child in the sixth 
grade, when she was trained from left handedness 
to right handedness and she- has never overcome 
!he difficulty. I believe she would find relief even 
now by training her left hand in fine work of ev- 
ery kind. 
i 
The mother of a boy aged four years says he 


starter to stutter at the age of SVi years. She won- 
ders whether this is because the boy has played 
with a boy who stutters or because she has been 
trying to stop him from eating with his left hand. 
She might permit the boy to use his left hand as 
he prefers, and' sec what the effect will be. 


A girl aged 'IS years says that when her sister 


and herself started in school both wrote with the 
left hand, but the teacher broke her of the habit, 
though not the sister. This girl Is now quite help- 
less with her left hand and can not even "Charles- 
ton" with her left foot. But she lisps. Her sister, 
still loft handed, has perfect speech. 


Many naturally left handed persons tell howihcy 


were never interfered with by teachers or parents, 
and how they have of their own inclination culti- 
vated skill in the right hand for certain things and 
still retained skill* in the left—in short, they are 
more or less ambidextrous, and they find it a dis- 
tinct advantage in many situations -which would 
otherwise be awkward. Several of these express 
themselves as in accord with the opinion that it 
would be wise to teach or train all children to use 
both hands for skillful work.

Several victims of suppressed left handedness tell 


of the satisfaction and happiness they have found 
in resuming the use of the left hand after getting

Those who wish to make a one 
day trip find it more difhcult. as the 
years pass, to get onto water that will 
afford a fait I v decent day s fishmg.« 


One of the best we ha\e, as to size 


and producthity. is Shawano Lake. 45 
miles from Appleton on highway 16. 
This lake is eight miles in length and. 
owing to its varying depths and the 
feed contained 
therein, 
has always 


furnished the fisherman and hunters 
more than its share of sport 


Just now the fishing is better than 


ever. We noted some very good catch- 
es that were biought in last Sunday 
from various points on the lake. Wo 
saw one Great Northern Pike weighing 
twelve pounds which was taken on a 
number six spoon. 
As a rule, how- 


e\er. this size is too large for best re- 
sults 


Trolling is the usual procedure fol- 


lowed to our way of thinking casting 
is far ahead of it for sport and that is

Casting can be ac- 


quired only by practice. If jou have 


ever thrown a small apple from the 
sharpened end of a st.ck at a target. 
\ou will have an idea of how bait cast- 
ing is done, and with this as in bait 
casting perfection 
is only acquired 


with practice and patience The abil- 
ity to drop one's lure within a few 
inches of a likely spot is of itself great 
sport 
The best way to learn, is to get 


instructions from someone who knows.
